ing at Minneapolis. 


FORTY THOUSAND TAKE PART 


Governor Burnquist, Former Governors 


9. R. Van Sent and John Lind, Pres­ 


ident M. L. Burton of the State Uni­ 


versity and Other Prominent Men 


Deliver Addresses. 


Minneapolis, Aug. 17.—One of the 
largest patriotic demonstrations In the 
history of the Northwest took place 
when thousands of loyal citizens, sol­ 
diers and mem bers of social, comrner* 
elal and fraternal organizations partic­ 
ipated In a two-mile parade through 
the downtown streets of this city and 
later attended a monster outdoor mass 
meeting on the parade grounds. 
Nearly LO JKK) persons took part In 
the 
demonstration 
at 
the 
parade 
grounds, which was arranged by the 
newly 
formed 
"Stars 
and 
Stripes’* 
league to give Minneapolis' answer tv 
pro-German activities throughout the 
state and New Ulm In particular. 
T h e wildly enthusiastic crowd cheer 
ed the score of speakers to the echo, 
dispelling all doubt as to Minneapolis’ 
attitude on the war, 
Hoarse growls of anger at the men­ 
tion of "copperheads " or "slackers" 
were followed 
by 
spontaneous out­ 
bursts of applause as the speakers 
pleaded for abandonment of personal 
preferences and unification of the en­ 
tire state for successfully prosecuting 
the war. 
Governor Burnquist led the list of 
speakers, which included former Gov­ 
ernor Samuel R Van Bant, Marion L. 
Burton, president of the University of 
Minnesota; Representative Thomas I). 
Schall, John Lind, former governor; 
Fred B. Snyder, chairman of the Hen­ 
nepin county safety commission, and 
J. A. O. Breus, state auditor. 


Telegram From Wilson Read. 


A telegram was read from President 
Wilson, conveying his warmest greet­ 
ings and expressing pride in the citi­ 
zens of Minnesota, "who are availing 
themselves ot the greatest opportunity! 
ever presented to vindicate before tile [ 
world our sense of right, and to put 
the whole might of the nation behind j 
what is just and humane, conceived 
for the liberty of mankind " 
Mr. Snyder read a 
message 
from 
Senator Frank B. Kellogg, in which he 
declared the people of Minnesota need 
no appeal to their patriotism. 
"I ani sure the people of Minnesota 
need no oppeal to their patriotism and 
loyalty. 
They have been foremost in 
sacrifices to their country in the hours 
of our great national peril. 
"Germany, with utter d is re g a rd 'o f 
the rights of peaceful nations and in 
violation of the most haired treaties 
and 
laws, 
traditions 
and 
Christian 
principles of civilization, plunged the 
world Into war to satisfy her lust for 
power. 
Her record has been made 
and the irrevocable Judgment of his­ 
tory baa beeu pronounced. 
"W e took up arm s only after Ger­ 
many bad made war oil us 
She vio­ 
lated her treaties, d o s e d the ocean 
to our commerce, sunk our merchant 
ships, made war on women and chil­ 
dren. tried to Instigate war in Mexico 
against uh by promising her a part of 
our territory, filled oar land with spies 
and plotters, destroying our industries, 
and stirring up hatred among our peo­ 
ple."
